The May election produced four new MPs in the 
county and Councillor Osman is in the process of 
meeting each of them to make sure they all have a 
clear understanding of what the county council wants 


their help to deliver the required services. 

“It is vitally important that Somerset gets a fair deal 
from central Government and our MPs will be a cru¬ 
cial part of that. I am keen to work with them and with 
Westminster to make progress in some key areas and 
it is essential that we speak as one in best interests of 
Somerset.” 

Some of the key points on the “What Somerset 
Wants” manifesto include: 

• Fairer funding - a review of the local authority fund¬ 
ing formula so that it better recognises the underfund¬ 
ing of rural counties (Somerset is ranked 113 out of 
152 top tier authorities in terms of funding per person). 

• Fairer funding for schools - a better deal for Somer¬ 
set’s pupils under the Designated School Grant (Som¬ 
erset is currently ranked 121 out of 151 local 
authorities). 

• Delivery of the dualling and improvements to the 
A303 and A358 - key to economic growth in the 
South West as a whole. 

• Devolution - of more decision-making powers to the 
local level. 

• Progress on the Hinkley Point C development - with 
the associated investment and jobs for the county. 

• A long-term funding solution for the Somerset 
Rivers Authority - interim funding has been granted 
until the end of March 2016. 

• Superfast Broadband - funding to the Connecting 
Devon and Somerset project to bring broadband to 100 
per cent of communities. 

Councillor Osman said: “We have long been cam¬ 
paigning for fairer funding and that continues - I 
would urge everyone to sign our online petition on the 
subject at http://fairerfundingforsomerset.org 
“But there are other key pieces of the Somerset jig¬ 
saw that need to be in place if the county is to continue 


to prosper. They need the support of central govern¬ 
ment to really move forwards and I am determined to 
do everything I can to get that support.”

Town councillor in 
Twitter rap 

AXMINSTER Town Council has become em¬ 
broiled in yet more social media controversy. 

Mayor Douglas Hull has written to all members, 
saying a councillor has apologised for tweeting “a 
link to a pornographic website" to the council. 

Mayor Hull says the apology is the end of the 
matter, but district councillor Ian Hall says the in¬ 
tegrity of the town council must be protected and 
that Councillor Paul Hayward ought to resign. 

Councillor Hayward rejected all the accusations. 
He said a hashtag was there as a sign to warn 
people and avoid controversy, and added that he 
is the target of a politically-motivated campaign. 

The tweet in question was sent on July 13th by 
councillor Paul Hayward to his followers, saying 
he was getting ready for a council meeting and 
referencing a music video by an artist called Nelly, 
adding the #NSFW hashtag, which, if anyone 
chooses to go down that route, leads to a regularly 
updated selection of tweets deemed Not Suitable 
For Work, some featuring nudity and sex. 

Although not on the agenda, Pulman's View un¬ 
derstands that a number of councillors were set 
to raise the issue when the town council met yes¬ 
terday evening (Monday).

The complexities of social media 


AXMINSTER Town Council 
never seems to be too far from 
controversy these days. 

The latest incident to ruffle 
the feathers down at the Guild¬ 
hall concerns, what was to me, 
a somewhat innocuous tweet. 

Said communique from Coun¬ 
cillor Hayward referenced a 
lyric - “It’s gettin’ hot in here” - 
from a track by American rap 
artist Nelly.

But fellow councillors went on 
to accuse Councillor Hayward of 
sending a tweet “of a porno¬ 
graphic nature” - is that really 
true? 

For starters, a hashtag isn’t 
really a link at all - it’s a label 
used on social media to group 
together messages with a sim¬ 
ilar theme. 

And, bearing in mind this 
hashtag is used to signify mate¬ 
rial “Not Suitable For Work”, 
what do you expect to find if 
you search for examples of 
tweets marked #NSFW? 

Whether or not you deem 
Nelly’s video as pornography, 



the fact is 
the offend¬ 
ing tweet 
didn’t in¬ 
clude a tra¬ 
ditional hyperlink to either that 
video or anything else for that 
matter. 

Now, if all this talk of tweets 
and hashtags is making you feel 
very old and yearning for the 
simpler, more innocent times of 
the 20th century - I’m with you. 

But if you obviously don’t un¬ 
derstand something, why pre¬ 
tend you do and accuse 
someone of something so seri¬ 
ous?

CREWKERNE has a brand new world cham¬ 
pion in Al King, who won the The Shoe Service 
Institute of America (SSIA) World Cup in Jack¬ 
sonville, Florida. 

Al works at The Menders and celebrates ten 
years in the industry this year. Having won the 
Rendenbach Shoe Repairer of the Year UK title 
last year, the Crewkerne cobbler added to his 
trophy cabinet and is now the world cham¬ 
pion. 

About 50 shoe repairers took part in the 
world championships, and Al finished top, 
ahead of a Swedish competitor. 

In short, a repaired shoe must be submitted 
with its unrepaired mate as the judges need an 
unrepaired shoe to see how well the other has 
been restored to its original condition. 

Al said: "It was good to go into a world- 


renowned competition and win. It is a privilege 
to be the winner but I don’t class myself as the 
world’s best, as not everyone entered, but I 
was the best on the day.” 

The competition was held as part of the SSIA 
annual convention, which also featured the 
American championships. 

When asked how he celebrated, Al said: ‘‘The 
organisers threw a cocktail party, which was 
lots of fun seeing everyone dancing. The whole 
weekend was a celebration, everyone was so 
friendly.” 

Visitors to The Menders can get an up close 
view of Al’s trophy as it is displayed in glass 
cabinet below a huge banner congratulating 
the cobbler on his world title. 

It is early days, but Al hasn’t ruled out trying 
to defend the title in two years’ time. 


Roads Minister says improvements 
to local routes are already underway 


PLANNING for the long-awaited upgrade of the 
A303 and A358 in Somerset is already underway, 
the Roads Minister has told the county council. 

Andrew Jones was in the Somerset as part of a 
tour of the South West, looking at existing and 
potential projects involving the Department for 
Transport. 

This included the planned upgrading of the no¬ 
torious A303 and A358 to dual carriageway, the 
Muchelney road-raising and Beer Wall flood-pre¬ 
vention works, and important works in and 
around Taunton. 

Having travelled along the A303 and A358, the 
Minister met county council representatives and 
local MPs at the Taunton Gateway Park and Ride 
where he confirmed that the wheels are already 
in motion for the upgrading of the key roads. 

“It’s a really important part of the next phase of 
the roads investment strategy and a project that is 
critical to the economy of the area,” he said. 

“Just because there aren’t diggers on the ground 
doesn’t mean that things aren’t moving. Lots of 
planning work and preparation for this is taking 
place. This is my first major trip as roads Minister 
and that I have come to see this area shows how 
important the scheme is.” 

Somerset County Council led a partnership of 
local authorities lobbying for several years for 
“whole route improvement” of the A303 corridor, 
which has seen a number of serious accidents in 


recent weeks. The improvements are seen as key 
to tackling congestion and promoting economic 
growth in the county and the entire South West. 

“The Minister’s comments about the A303 and 
A358 were very welcome,” said Councillor 
David Fothergill, Cabinet Member for Highways. 

“This is a key issue not only for Somerset, but 
the entire South West, which is why we cam¬ 
paigned so hard for it and why we had so much 
support from partners like the Heart of the South 
West Local Enterprise Partnership. 

“Having the chance to discuss this and other 
projects face-to-face with a minister is a valuable 
opportunity to make sure Somerset’s needs and 
priorities are not overlooked.” 

After the A358, the Minister visited the railway 
station and the Firepool Lock development in 
Taunton, before driving along the recently com¬ 
pleted Beer Wall works on the A372 and out to 
the raised-road at Muchelney. 

Councillor David Hall, Cabinet Member for 
Cabinet Member for Business, Inward Investment 
and Policy, said: “I’m delighted to have had the 
opportunity to discuss with the Minster the im¬ 
portance of improving local infrastructure to sup¬ 
port the economy of Somerset and the South 
West. 

“It was great to hear his firm commitment that 
the promised road improvements remain a key 
priority for government.”

CHARD Rotarians have been briefed 
about the work being done to protect 
abandoned children in India. 

President-elect Barry Gibbs wel¬ 
comed Nigel Studley, founder of the 
Frishta Children’s Village in Chandi- 
gach Punjab, North India, at the club’s 
meeting on Tuesday, along with Judith 
McMurray of the Rotary Club of 
Dundee. 

After dinner Mr Studley gave a pres¬ 
entation of the work he and his wife 
started in 2002 after being concerned 
about the fate of orphan and abandoned 
children in India during their visits to 
the country. He explained that after six 
years of difficult negotiations with the 
authorities building started in 2008 and 
now is home to 34 children in small 
house groups, each overseen by a 
house parent. 

Mr Studley said they were anxious 
to create a homely atmosphere rather 
than an institutional one. The object is 
to give every child a home, an educa¬ 


tion, a hope and a future, he said. 

In a country of such diversity, great 
wealth and grinding poverty, where 
hundreds of thousand of children die 
annually before reaching the age of ten, 
the work undertaken by the village is 
very important. 

The small charity, which is based in 
Somerset, has no paid administrative 
staff or offices and so all contributions 
are used to aid the project. There are a 
number of ways to support the Stud- 
leys’ work, by sponsoring a child, by 
regular giving or by a one-off dona¬ 
tion. The charity can claim tax relief on 
donations by UK taxpayers. 

After many questions, Mr Studley 
was thanked by Dick Arnold, a friend, 
for his excellent presentation.

Villagers celebrate as 
new link route opens 


SEAVINGTON Playing Field Associa¬ 
tion celebrated its 40th anniversary by 
unveiling a valuable new footpath link 
for villagers. 

The launching of the newly-laid Seav¬ 
ington Access All footpath on August 
2nd formed part of wider celebrations as 
the villages of Seavington St Michael 
and St Mary needed little excuse to have 
a good time. 

A week-long programme of events 
was laid on from July 25th, including a 
flower festival in St Michael’s Church, a 
fun afternoon, a proms in the car park 
and much more. 

Speaking prior to the event, the 
SPFA’s retiring chairman Pauline Par¬ 
sons said: “It’s wonderful to see the vil¬ 
lages rallying again to put on such an 
exciting range of activities for everyone 
to enjoy. 

“Maybe you won’t find me at the front 
of the queue for Soak the Sucker but I’m 
really looking forward to seeing the dog 
agility display.” 

It is 40 years since the Seavington 
Playing Field was opened following a 
huge fundraising effort. A more recent 
community venture has been the build¬ 
ing and running of the Seavington Com¬ 
munity Shop and Cafe, adjacent to the 
playing field, and just five years old. 

Both ventures have been developed 
substantially since their opening. 

The playing field now boasts a popu¬ 
lar playground, football pitch and memo-

rial garden. The shop and cafe have be¬ 
come the hub of the villages, serving not 
only local residents but also visitors from 
surrounding villages and further afield. 

Mark Ellis, chairman of Seavington 
Community Shop Association, said: 
“The shop and cafe are volunteer-led 
projects and I’m so proud of what we 
have achieved. It will be great fun to cel¬ 
ebrate our fifth birthday and we look for¬ 
ward to the next five years.” 

These milestones reflect enormous 
achievement by the residents of two 
small Somerset villages. 

South Somerset District Council 
chairman Mike Best was among invited 
guests and the footpath was opened by a 
member of the founding committee, 
Chris Wills. Old Seavingtonians who 
had been involved with the inauguration 
of the SPFA were also invited to help 
open the path and enjoy a picnic. Over 
the last six months local residents have 
overseen the project, which features a 
footpath across the playing field con¬ 
necting the village to its facilities. 

The 150-metre route provides “the 
perfect walk, ride or run” to Seavington 
Millennium Village Hall, Seavington 
Community Shop and Cafe and the two 
play areas. Ensuring that everyone is 
catered for, the path has been specially 


designed for wheelchairs, with the eld¬ 
erly and families in mind. 

Focal resident and project co-ordina- 
tor Ry Coffman said: “I used to struggle 
to push my grandchildren across the field 
in their prams just to get safely to the vil¬ 
lage shop and that’s what initially gave 
me the idea for the path. 

“The hall, cafe and village shop are 
great assets and getting there more safely 
using the field will be made even easier 
for everyone. The path was in response 
to a dire need to encourage access and 
use for families with buggies, some¬ 
where for village children to learn to 
cycle, skateboard and scoot away from 
traffic.” 

It is the first phase of a scheme to put 
a path right around the playing field. The 
path has been funded by the Big Fottery 
Awards for All, South Somerset District 
Council, Seavington Parish Council and 
Seavington Playing Field Association. 
Construction was managed by local busi¬ 
ness Ash Bros of Seavington on behalf 
of the SPFA. 

Pauline Parsons recognised the posi¬ 
tive contribution the new route will 
make. 

She said: “This important new path 
will provide safe transit for all, joining 
up our facilities, and will benefit the 
whole community.” 

SPFA was founded in 1974, purchas¬ 
ing the current playing field ten years 
later from the Dillington Estate.

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App alert for 
drink drivers 

THE dangers of driving the morning after a drinking 
session are being highlighted in a new app which is 
being backed by Somerset County Council’s road 
safety team. 

The free app, called the Morning After Calcula¬ 
tor, works out approximately how long it takes for 
alcohol to pass through your body and is designed 
to help stop people unknowingly drink-driving the 
following day. 

So if you’ve enjoyed a few beers or a glass of 
wine with your summer barbecue, you can enter 
how many drinks you’ve consumed and the app will 
calculate roughly when you are likely to be alcohol 
free again. 

The council’s road safety spokesman, Cllr David 
Hall, said: “Let’s make one thing absolutely clear - 
this app is not intended to help people work out how 
much they can drink on a night out before driving 
home. And it won’t help if you are arrested for 
drink- driving. 

“If you are drinking any amount of alcohol on a 
night out - even one drink - you should leave the 
car at home and make alternative arrangements. 

“What this app will do is calculate roughly how 
long alcohol stays in the body, which is useful to re¬ 
mind us all just how long it takes to return to normal 
following a heavy night.” 

The app allows one hour for each unit of alcohol, 
plus an additional hour for the alcohol to enter the 
bloodstream, and then rounds up the calculation to 
the nearest half hour. 

The calculation is not based on any drink-drive 
limit - it is the length of time when the alcohol in 
the drinks the person has consumed is likely to have 
passed through their body. 

You can download the app for free via the Morn¬ 
ing After campaign website and from the Google 
Play store and iTunes.

1 - The band around the bra needs to be firm but 
comfortable 

2 - Ensure the back of the bra is in line with the 
front of the bra and is fastened on the loosest hook 

3 - The cups should not come too high underneath 
the arms as this may cause rubbing and discomfort 
during wear 

- The whole of the breast should fit neatly into the 
cup, with no excess flesh behind the cup or over the 
top of it 

5 - Wires and boning must lie flat against the body 
and go right around the contour of the 
breast 

6 - The centre front of the bra be¬ 
tween the breasts should lie flat 
against the body 

7 - Straps must only be ad¬ 
justed until you feel the 
breast is supported into its 
natural position, usually 
half way between the 
shoulder and the elbow 
The most common fit 
mistake is that many of 
us are wearing back sizes 
that are too big and cup 
sizes that are too small.

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AS THE August Bank Holiday draws near the 
small families of rabbits, who normally enjoy a 
bit of peace and quiet on one of our former war¬ 
time airfields, know that it’s time to go on their 
own vacations. The former naval air station 
‘HMS Dipper’ at Henstridge is gearing itself up 
for one its biggest annual events...’Wings and 
Wheels’. While it may not be quite as noisy or 
dramatic as the wartime years when, as H.M.S 
Dipper, it was host to a constant procession 
Fleet Air Arm squadrons training and working- 
up; it can still see over a hundred light aircraft 
and scores of vintage and classic vehicles gath¬ 
ering on the airfield. Add to that the hundreds 
of visitors, and the ever early-rising teams of 
stewards and marshallers, and you can see why 
‘bunny’ seeks somewhere less busy for his Sat¬ 
urday frolic. 

August 29th is the date for your diary and it 



marks the six¬ 
teenth staging 
of this popular 
show which still remains a vol- 
unteer-led enterprise. Not that 
you would notice it since, like all 
aviation events, it is run within stringent guide¬ 
lines by a team who have worked together for 


several decades. It’s true that their uniforms, 
apart from the ATC cadets of course, are a bit 
on the casual side....to say the least! But be¬ 
tween them they have organised and partici¬ 
pated in the best part of five hundred similar 
venues spread over a score of airfields. It is no 
surprise that they take great pride in the fact that 
their first-aid providers have only been troubled 
for the occasional wasp-sting and an asprin; the 
latter is usually for the ‘boss’ with the headache 
from trying to keep an eye on it all. 

While every year is always something special, 
there is never room for any complacency in this 
business, this year’s event is a bit extra special. 
For a start it is the 15th Anniversary of the 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance on whose 
behalf the event is staged; and, more impor¬ 
tantly perhaps at a national level, it also marks 
the 75th Anniversary of the Battle 
of Britain. 

As always G-DORS, the 
current helicopter, will cross 
over to crowd-side and 
her crew will be happy 
to give visitors a look 
around and to chat 
about her role and achievements. This is one of 
the rare opportunities for her supporters and ad¬ 
mirers to get ‘up-close-and-personal’ to this 
vital piece of life-saving equipment. 

The second important anniversary will be 
marked by the regular roar of the Merlins which 
power the aircraft of the BBMF. This is more 
than a little significant as both Spitfires and 
Seafires were regularly based at Henstridge and 


made full use of its original five mnways. Need¬ 
less to say the visiting Spitfire and Hurricane 
will not be ‘landing-on’....though they may 
well be low enough to give that impression! As 
we go to press we can confirm that, although 
originally allocated, the BBMF’s Lancaster will 
be unable to appear. The aircraft, now affection¬ 
ately known as ‘Thumper’ from her 617 Sqn 
colour scheme, suffered a major fire in her 
Number4 engine while on a pre-season practise 
sortie. The latest from the Flight is that she is 
unlikely to even begin air-testing before the end 
of the season. 

The admission price for Wings & Wheels has 
been held for yet another year at just £5:00 for 
adult visitors. Accompanied youngsters under 
sixteen are welcomed free and there are no ad¬ 
ditional car-park charges. It makes for a low- 
cost, high-interest family day-out. And, even if 
you’re not a plane or car enthusiast, you won’t 
want to miss the legendary ‘Joe’s Barbie’ for a 
mouth-watering munch before you stroll around 
the visiting aircraft. The gates open at 10am and 
the event winds-down around in the late after¬ 
noon with the BBMF providing the dramatic fi¬ 
nale around 5:30pm.

THE presence of classic and vintage vehicles at aviation events is nothing new. They 
can both represent the quality and infinite variety of their respective manufacturers. To 
put it more simply.. .they both look good on their own and they look even better when 
they can be admired together. 

Even in the early years the cars and the other vintage and classic machines quickly 
earned their rightful place on the posters and the original fly-in was re-named as ‘Wings 
& Wheels’. As with our pilots, the drivers are requested to ‘register’ in advance. Unlike 
many shows this is not to permit some kind of prestige-vetting; it is simply because Hen- 
stridge Airfield is somewhat ‘strapped’ for display space. That may seem a little peculiar 
since everyone knows that war-time aerodromes were nothing if not somewhat large af¬ 
fairs. However, most of the airfield’s current real-estate is located across the runway on 
north-side and is therefore a definite ‘no-go’ area for public events. 

Despite this obvious lack of available grass, the organisers.. .by some careful planning, 
some tight parking and more than a bit of luck.. .have never had to decline a would-be 
applicant. Indeed, on those occasions when a rare or worthwhile exhibit tums-up un-an- 
nounced (out-of-the-blue like some of the aircraft) the stewards somehow manage to 
find those extra few square-feet to display it. 

The dreaded ‘Rules and Regulations’ are kept to a mi nimum and everyone works hard 
to ensure that the day is as informal, relaxed and safe as possible. ‘Wings & Wheels’ are 
justifiably proud of their reputation for being a truly old-fashioned, traditional and, above 
all, friendly event. So, whether you are into A J.S, Armstrong Siddeley and Alvis or pre¬ 
fer Zephyrs and Zodiacs... .the chances are you’ll find them at Henstridge on Bank Hol¬ 
iday Saturday. And ‘yes’ there’s always the chance that there will be an olive-greenGMC

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August Bank Holiday Saturday will see the 
sixteenth staging of this most popular 
event. While it was first conceived as an 
end-of-season fly-in for just vintage and 
classic aircraft it was soon attracting large 
numbers of restored vehicles and all types 
of aeroplanes. In its second year it was 
joined on the airfield by the helicopter of 
the Dorset & Somerset Air Ambulance and 
the re-titled event then became dedicated to 
raising funds and awareness for this vital 
charity.

VISITORS who regularly attend airshows, but have not previously been to a ‘Fly-in’, 
may well be left wondering why there is no official programme or timetable. The answer 
is that no-one knows which aeroplane will be the next one to call ‘finals’ before touching 
down on Henstridge’s runways. The pilots will have been politely requested to make a 
booking in advance, but arrival times are never specified. The simple fact is that to do 
so would be a near impossibility. The aircraft can vary from vintage pre-war biplanes 
to the latest sophisticated tourers.. .with home-builds and micro-lights in there for good 
measure. Their flights can be an easy ‘five-minutes-downhill’ from Compton Abbas 
or a long haul in from East Anglia or deepest Devon. 

If those were not enough in the way of complications, then there are always the fliers 
who make up their mind to ‘drop-in’ on the day. Everyone is always welcome and, in 
the last fifteen years of Wings & Wheels, no pilot has had to be turned away. 

Then there is that final deciding factor from which no aviation event can escape... 
.the good-old British weather. Light aircraft are obviously particularly prone to the 
whims of ‘the bloke upstairs’. If the Metcast looks at all ‘iffy’ then it’s not worth trying 
to make it in. The maxim about ‘old pilots and bold pilots’ applies at all times. Some 
aircraft are of course more susceptible than others. As the commentator often (and al¬ 
ways politely!) points out....’’would you fancy an hour so in a 90 mph open-cockpit 
bi-plane on a wet morning, with a 40knot headwind and the cloud-base on the deck?”

SAM SWEENEY, BBC Radio 2 
Folk Musician of the Year 2015 
and fiddle player in folk super¬ 
band Bellowhead, is taking his 
show - Sam Sweeney’s Fiddle: 
Made In The Great War on the 
road in September 2015. 

After a triumphal tour in 2014, 
playing to packed houses the 
length and breadth of England, 
Sam, together with Bello whead 
bandmate Paul Sartin and ac¬ 
claimed concertina player Rob 
Harbron, will appear on stage with 
award-winning storyteller Hugh 
Lupton to tell the story of a violin 
that lay unfinished in a manila en¬ 
velope for nearly a century. 

Eight years ago Sam Sweeney 


bought a violin in Oxford. It had 
all the appearance of a new instru¬ 
ment but the labels inside gave the 
date 1915, the name Richard S. 
Howard and the words ’Violin 
No. 6, Made in the Great War’ 
Research revealed that the vio¬ 
lin had been started, but never fin¬ 
ished, by an amateur luthier and 
some-time music hall performer 
from Leeds called Richard 
Howard. Conscripted in 1915 at 
the age of 35, he was killed two 
years later at the battle of 
Messines near Ypres. ‘Violin No 
6’ had been left unfinished in his 
workshop. The pieces were placed 
in a manila envelope and eventu¬ 
ally wound up in an auction house 


almost 100 years later. The parts 
were bought, and the violin was 
finally finished, by luthier Roger 
Claridge in 2007. The fiddle was 
then placed in the window of his 
Oxford music shop where it was 
spotted and bought by Sam. 

‘Working on this show has com¬ 
pletely changed the way that I see 
the First World War’ says Sam. 
‘By looking at it through the story 
of one man, I have begun to un¬ 
derstand so much more about war 
and its impact on people’. 

Sam's show brings the reality of 
the First World War to life through 
the story of an ordinary man, his 
family and his comrades using 
story, music and film as well as 
playing the actual

The Irish Giant's love of Beer! 


IT WAS 21 years ago this summer 
that Brian Jones first visited Pec- 
orama with his loco’ Finn Mac- 
Cool’, which when translated 
means the’ Irish Giant’. Brian has 
since travelled each and every 
year from Newtownards near 
Belfast, a 275 mile journey by 
road plus an eight hour ferry cross¬ 
ing. 

Brian’s annual pilgrimage to 
Beer began in 1995 when he saw 
an advert in Peco’s own publica¬ 
tion, The Railway Modeller. The 
advert carried an appeal for own¬ 
ers of suitable sized 7 !4 inch 
locos, to attend Pecorama’s first 
Steam and Model Festival, in June 
of that year. 

Brian was the very first to re¬ 
spond, booking his place for his 


Thomas 11 class loco, ‘Finn Mac- 
Cool’ . For him there was a sense 
of returning ‘Finn MacCool’ to his 
ancestral home, as the very first 
Thomas 11 type locomotive was 
built for the Beer Heights Light 
Railway back in 1979. 

The combination of the Railway 
and the lovely village of 
Beer itself proved an irre¬ 
sistible mix for Brian and 
in subsequent years, he has 
brought his wife and 
grandchildren from East 
Grinstead with him, stay¬ 
ing locally in the village 
for the duration of the 
school summer holidays. 

In 2002 Brian qualified 
as a driver for the Beer 
Heights Light Railway and 


has worked thereafter as a bona 
fide member of the BHLR team. 

Strangely, for a railway locomo¬ 
tive then, Brian’s lovingly pol¬ 
ished and immaculately 
maintained engine must have trav¬ 
elled many many more miles by 
road than rails!

It will open 
for ordering in October, priced from £97,700 
OTR, and first UK deliveries are expected to 
commence in January 2016. 

Encased by the lightweight, predominantly 
aluminium Audi Space Frame, which in isola¬ 
tion weighs just 231kg, is a modified version 
of the 4.0 TFSI engine already used to power 
the current 520PS S8. This sonorous V8 
biturbo unit has been extensively modified and 
gains special engine management control with 
speed and charge pressure boosting to its mod¬ 
ified exhaust valves.

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Struggling to break the drink drive habit 


BRAKE, the road safety charity, has reiterated its call for a zero-tolerance 
drink drive limit, in response to government figures showing Britain is still 
failing to adequately tackle its drink drive problem. A final estimate shows 
240 people were killed by drivers over the legal drink drive limit in 2013, 
while provisional estimates suggest at least that number were killed again in 
2014. 

However, the number of people seriously injured in drink 
drive crashes did fall by 8% to 1,100 from 2012 to 2013, with 
drink drive casualties of all severities down 17% to 8,270 in 
the same period. Brake has cautiously welcomed this news. 

The figures show that the profile of Britain’s illegal drink 
drivers has remained largely the same: 

Three quarters (74%) of those killed and seriously injured 
are male. 

More than three in ten (31%) drivers killed aged 25 to 39 
are over the drink drive limit - the highest of any age group. 

A quarter of drink drive deaths and serious injuries result 
from crashes where a young driver (17-24 years old) was 
over the limit. 

Brake is highlighting international evidence showing that 
lower drink drive limits and increased enforcement help to 
bring down drink drive crashes. 

Meanwhile, provisional figures for the year ending March 
2015 have again shown little progress in overall road casualty 
reduction, with casualties of all severities down 2% to 
186,060 - too small a fall to be statistically significant. Brake 
advocates the reintroduction of ambitious casualty reduction 
targets to stimulate meaningful progress, and is calling on 
the government to adopt a ‘vision zero’ approach. 

Julie Townsend, deputy chief executive, Brake, 
said:“While the overall reduction in drink drive casualties is 
encouraging, it is sad and disappointing to leam that the num¬ 
ber of deaths has remained the same - as it has approximately 
since the government axed road casualty reduction targets in 
2010. Education on drink driving is important, but it can only 
achieve so much. It seems we have reached a point where 
further meaningful reductions in devastating and needless 


drink drive deaths and serious injuries require more decisive action. Brake is 
calling for a zero-tolerance drink drive limit and greater priority and resourc¬ 
ing for traffic policing: evidenced steps we’re confident would help tackle 
this menace. Scotland has already seen promising signs of reducing drink 
drive rates after lowering its limit. In this context, it is unacceptable for the 
Westminster government to maintain the highest drink drive limit in Europe.”

Fond memories evoked by John Adams Memorial Day 


ON Sunday, August 2nd, Forton 
Rangers Football Club held a memorial 
day for their President John Adams 
who sadly passed away last October 
having fought a brave six-year battle 
against prostate cancer writes Adam 
Smith. 

John was responsible for the forma¬ 
tion of the club when he allowed Mike 
and Eddie Gage to start a team on a 
field belonging to Manor Farm, of which 
he was the tenant farmer.

He 
was the centre of the club and the vil¬ 
lage and loved nothing more than 
bringing everyone together for sport or 
a fun event. 

In the early 90s John setup a reserve 
team and it was one of those original 
players, Ian Banfield, who hatched the 
idea for this fund raiser in his honour. 

In the beginning the plan was to get 
together that original reserve team to 
play against a team made up of ex- 
Forton players. However, interest was 
so high that it quickly turned into two 
games - one for the over 40s and one 
for under 40s.
